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Japanese Harvesters ? 


No broad wave of enthusiasm will be 
aroused by the suggestion of the Dominion 
Minister of labor that Japanese can be em- 
ployed to help gather the harvest. These 
people are not any more popular among 
farmers than they are among townfolk. 

But just because nobody likes the Japs 
is a poor reason for leaving grain to rot in 
the fields. If the otherwise available labor 
supply cannot take care of the crops, it 
surely is not beyond Canadian ingenuity to 
devise some arrangement by which natur- 
alized Japanese could do part of the job, 
under conditions which would not be objec- 
tionable to their employers or to others. 

The Dominion has ear-marked $100,000 
with which to help the provincial authori- 
ties carry out plans for securing the needed 
harvest help. To these authorities is ap- 
parently being left the duty of grappling 
with the problem, each in its own province. 
Should the provincial officials find it neces-: 
sary to divert Japanese from road-making 
to harvest work, Mr, Mitchell’s statement 
indicates that no objection will be offered 
by the Dominion. 


The Fighting French 


General De Gaulle appropriately mark- 
ed the Bastille day anniversary by ‘re- 
christening his Free French forces. They 
are now the Fighting French; and they 
also recognize as comrades all those men 
and women inside France who are strug- 
gling for the liberation of their country. 

This declaration of unity between the 
Fighting French outside and inside France 
is more than a gesture. It is the official 
proclamation of a unity which is real, and 
which is expressing itself in growing col- 
laboration—despite the vigilance of the 
Nazi officials and wheedling of the trait- 
ors at Vichy. 

There is in France an “underground” 
army of patriots who maintain close com- 
munication witht the De Gaulle forces in 
Britain, resist and hamper the Nazi plans 
at every turn, and are preparing the 
ground for the organized uprising which 
will come at the proper time. These men 
and women are showing their loyalty and 
courage daily, at the risk of their lives, in 
very practical ways. 

Bastille day was ‘commemorated in 
France by the blowing up of railway lines, 
the wrecking of a German military train, 
by sporadic fighting throughout the occu- 
pied territory between the populace and 
the gestapo. In the unoccupied area there 
were parades, the display of the tricolor, 
the singing of the Marseillaise under the 
window of Laval, 

For these things some Frenchmen will 
die; but the Fighting French will fight on 
—and one day they will sit in judgment 
upon their oppressors and those who 
have betrayed them, 


Secret Sessions 


Secret sessions of parliament are not 
popular in Canada—nor in any other 
country where democratic institutions 
are anything more than shams. The 
barred door invites suspicion of collu- 
sion, “conspiracies of silence,” and the 
suppression of information which the 
public ought to have. 

But a good many other wartime ex- 
pedients are not popular, nor any less un- 
popular. Nobody likes to be rationed, or 
to be heavily taxed, or to be made give up 
a job he prefers for one he doesn’t like, 
or to be denied the opportunity to buy 
things he could pay for. But these res- 
traints have been accepted in Canada with 
little complaint, as necessary means to 
the end of beating the enemy and thus 
Saving our right to go on living as we 
please when the war has been won. 

There is a very positive, and very pro- 
per, disinclination at Ottawa to shut the 
doors and debate war matters in private. 
But the objecting can be overdone. The 
public do not expect, and do nct want, 
open debates which would give important 
information to the enemy; they would 
rather do without the information them- 
Selves and have the debating done priv- 
ately, 


But to prevent the practice being 
abused, is a sound rule that members 


who want a closed session should tell the 
ministers—confidentially of course—-why 
they want it. The government, not priv- 
ate members, have to take the responsibil- 
ity and stand whatever censure may be 
aroused by the closing of the doors 
Members who do not take this reason 
able course but demand a closed session 
without saying why, give the impression 
that they do not want a useful discussion 
of a dangerous subject so much as they 
want a chance to give people the creeps 
and cultivate some political favor by talk 
ing mysteriously about rumors’ which 
have reached them. The national secur 
ity iS not strengthened by such a course

If so, 
destruction of the wireless station couid 
not be the end in itself, and must be sup- 
posed to be a preliminary step in the ex- 
tension southward of the attack on the 
Aleutian islands. Since the station was 
not damaged, further attempts may be 
looked for, there or elsewhere. 

What has to be assumed is that the 
Submarine commander was not just wast- 
ing ammunition which he had freighted all 
across the Pacific at considerable cost 
and could only replace by obtaining sup- 
plies also brought from bases in the home- 
land. The necessary conclusion is that 
destruction of the communication post 
was part of a definite plan to expand the 
attack on the western coast which began 
early last month with the raids on Dutch 
Harbor. 

What followed in the Aleutians may 
well follow on the British Columbia eoast. 
It would be folly to assume that some- 
thing of the kind is not in the wind. It 
is better that the public should recognize 
this very evident possibility, and be pre- 
pared for the shock should news come 
one of these days that landings have been 
attempted—or even made—in some of the 
countless fiords along the shores of Van- 
couver island or the mainland. That is 
precisely what the Japanese might be ex- 
pected to do, and it is well to face the fact 
beforehand.

Too Highly Taxed 


Editor, Bulletin: In connection 
with the income taxes which have 
been made public, it appears to 
me that married persons, with- 
Out dependants are taxed heav- 
ier than single persons, whose 
income the same, as the fol- 
lowing will show 

According to my calculations 
married persons without depend- 
ants, with an income of $2,500, 
to a tax of $651. Of 
this amount $250 is compulsory 
savings and 1s returnable, 

A single person with the same 
income is taxed $826. Of this 
amount $200 is returnable under 
the compulsory saving clause. 

If the total tax is deducted 
from each income we find that 
the married persons are left with 
$1,849, and single persons have 
a balance of $1,675, a difference 
of $174, in favor of married per- 
sons. This we may take as the 
allowance for a wife, and in my 
opinion is not what could be 
termed a fair sum for her liv- 
Ing expenses. It has often been

said that two can live as cheap 
as one, but this is not the case, 
as any one familiar with prése 


ent day prices can testify, 
Perhaps the powers that be in

Col- 
ors. however, are as bright and gay 
as ever and ideas are boundless 

For the first time in years bisic- 
ally new toys are going on the 
market for Christmas. It will be a 
gayer Yuletide than ever, so far as 
toys go, because everything will be 
so different from last year.

' TODAY'S MESSAGE 


“Mopping Up” 
Text—John 2:13-17. 


ESUS possessed the power and the conviction to do a lot 
of “mopping up”. It didn’t matter whether it were in 
the temple at Jerusalem or in the home of a Pharisee, 
he attacked, with great courage, anything that was 

less than honest or pure or wholesome. There are many 
things that are a lot easier and a lot pleasanter than the 
cleansing and scouring that Christianity demands and 
Christians are prone to place a greater emphasis on the 


beautiful and pleasing tasks rather than on those tasks 
which are not so popular. 
Professor John Dewey. of Columbia University, is a 


great thinker and philosopher. It is said that once when 
his son was taking a bath a pipe burst and began to flood 
the bathroom floor. Dr. Dewey came into the room and be- 
gan to ask numerous questions and, as he talked, the water 


rose higher and higher. Finally his son became quite ex- 
asperated and exclaimed: “Father, this is no time to philoso- 
phize. It is time to mop!” 


Indeed that is the message that Christians need to 
have close ir hearts in days such as these. Everywhere 
in our world there are unmistakable signs that the time for 
“mopping up” is long overdue. We may as well be frank 
about it. The victories have been going to. the forces of 
paganism within our culture for the past fifty or so years. 
One by one the great citadels of Christian Character have 
fallen into the hands of immorality and lust and vice. The 
life-giving entnhustasm that was a part of Christianity in 
its early years is now something to be talked about. 
Christians have ceased to demand that evils be banished 
and that dirty places be made clean. This is largely due to 
the fact that we have shunned the scouring and the scrub- 
bing essential to a religion that would present to God a 
world built according to his will. It was Henry Ward 
Beecher that asserted, “The world is to be cleansed by 
somebody and you are not called of God if you are asham- 
ed to scrub and scour.” 

In the parable of the Good Samaritan Jesus commended 
to his followers the example of a man who w as ‘not much 
of a theorist or phi losopher but one who was very efficient 
when it came to cleansing wounds and clearing up the 
wrecks that evil left at the roadside. The ultimate judg- 
ment, he once asserted, will be based on a person's energy 
in “mopping up” the tragedies of the world which are 
caused by hunger and thirst and sickness and homelessness 
In his own town of Nazareth he uttered the great order of 
the day for the army of Christian Moppers, “The spirit of 
the Lord is upon me; because he hath anointed me to 
preach the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me to heal the 
broken-hearted, to preach deliverance to the captives, and 
recovering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty them that 
are t ed, to preach the acceptable year of the Lord.”

LONDON, July 18.—(CP)—The 
first 100,000 recruits now are wear- 
ing the navy and white uniform of 
the National Association of Girls’ 
Training Corps. They are Britain's 


young women nearing conscription 
age and their association is the 
little sister of the uniformed aux- 
jilary services, the W.R.N.S, the 
AT.S. and the WAAF 

The movement to form the asso- 
ciation got under way only last 
February and Miss Grace Brown- 
ing, chairman, and Miss K. Curlett 
the organizing secretary, preached 
the gospel of the movement in 
tours throughout the country. They 
stressec the need of giving all girls 
nearing conscription age some sort 
of pre-service training 

So far as the girls themselves 
were concerned they apparently 
needed no urging to join the move- 
ment. It was the parerts who had 
to be convinced. The girls clam- 
ored for the same opportunities 
which are provided their brothers 
in the various cadet movem ents 

The Women’s Voluntary §
